DALLAS, Tex, March 24—~Twelve
known dead, property loss reaching
hundreds of thousands of dollars and
possibly a score injured, are the re-
sults of a tornado which swept the
northeastern part of Wise county
yesterday. The greatest loss of live
occurred in the country districts The
destruction of one farm alone caused
the death of eight persons. This oc-
curred near Slidell.
